the World.—The largest scythe manu- 
factory in the World is in the State of 
Maine, a few miles from Hallowell. Ii 
belongs to Reuben Dunn, Esq., a very 
enterprising gentleman. The establish- 
meni consists, besides warehouses, fur- 
nishing shops, &c., of three principal 
buildings 
for manufacturing, two 
of 


which are one hundred and forty-four 
feet each in lengih. 
In these, and in 


departments connected with the estab- 
lishment, are employed about one hun- 
dred men, many of whom have families 
settled at the place. 
A flourishing vil- 


lage has grown up within a few years, 
and is rapidly increasing. 


Twelve thousand dozen scythes are 


annually manufactured, to produce which 
are required 450,000 Ibs. of iron, 75,000 
Ibs. of steel, 1200 tons of hard coal, 10,- 
000 bushels of charcoal, 100 ions of 
grind-slones, and half a ton of borax.— 
The last article is used in the process of 
welding. 


The proprietor has been at great pains 


lo munufaclure a superior ariicle, and no 
scyihe is permilled to go into the mar- 
ket till it has passed the ordeal of two 
experienced and careful workmen, be- 
sides the examination of the general su- 
perintendent, whose inspection extends 
to every part of the establishment. 
This 


care has given these scythes a celebrity 
which secures a ready sale for all that 
can be furnished. 


Mr. Dunn is erecting additional works 


in the vicinity, which will soon be com- 
pleted, when he will be enabled to lurn 
out 17,000 dozen scythes annually.

Within the last few days full $40,000 


in gold from ibe mines of California, baa 
been deposited in the mint in Philadel- 
phia, and the greater proportion_of it has 
been found to be of unusual purity—say 
from 22 to 23s carats fine, which is near 
as may be to pure gold, too pure in fact 
for coining or mechanical purposes.— 
The Union of Saturday slates that among 
the specimens brought by Lieut. Locser, 
were some grains of metal supposed to 
be plalina, one of the heaviest of metals; 
and also a rich specimen of cinnibar, or 
the ore of quicksilver, (very heavy.)— 
They are transmitted to the mint, with 
the gold of California, also to bo submit- 
ted to analysis. 
Some suppose that the 


quicksilver mines of California 
may 


prove more valuable even than its pla- 
cers of gold. 
The high price of quick- 


silver, so important a material for extrac- 
ting gold from its combinations, has hith- 
erto prevented the working of many of 
the mines. 
Should this treasure con- 


tinue to be as abundant as it promises to 
do, and as this specimen of cinnibar in- 
dicates, the quicksilver mines of Califor- 
nia will probably prove the richest in the 
world. 


A very intelligent officer of the Navy, 


says the Tribune, who has been recently 
over the entire gold region of California, 
for the purpose of examining the matter 
thoroughly, states that by the month of 
March we shall be receiving from Cali- 
fornia three millions per month in gold. 
This officer himself has a considerable 
quantity of the gold, which has reached 
New Orleans, and other large amounts 
he knows to bu on the way. 
Under the 


circumstances, the establishment of ihe 
Pacific mail line of steamships, in con- 
nection with the line hence to Chagres, 
is a most fortunate happening, as it gives 
a regular and rapid communication with 
the Slates, by which gold can be sent 
home in thirty days, and merchandize 
received in return.—News,
